Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.84(b), applicants hereby petition the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office to accept photographs as 
drawings for FIGs. 3 and 4 of the above application. Three (3) 
sets of photographs are submitted herewith. 

Photograph are necessary in this case because of the nature 
of the subject matter of the application. Specifically, FIGs. 3 
and 4 are scanning electron microscopy (SEM) photomicrographs 
(500 times magnification) of the starting porous polymer film and 
the stripped porous polymer film, respectively. Areas of high 



surface density present in the starting film illustrated in FIG. 
3 are absent from the stripped film, as shown in FIG. 4. The 
photomicrograph of the stripped film also exhibits more open 
pores at the surface compared to the starting film, as 



the FIG. 4 photomicrograph shows that the stripped film exhibits 
increased surface roughness, which is an advantageous 
characteristic in certain applications.
